NURNBERG. CP)—Suggesting acquisition of Russia’s 
rich agricultural lands to the east, Adolf Hitler today said 
Germany would triumph over Russia, “if the hour ever 
comes” when the two nations face each other across a bat¬ 
tlefield. In a few words, he painted a picture of the plenty 
which such acquisition would bring in contrast with Ger¬ 
many’s present, difficult struggle against the raw material 
shortage. Describing the Soviet surplus of land and mate¬ 
rials, he declared: "I am not in the fortunate position of 

the Soviet Jews. Nevertheless,^-- - -■■■■■ . . - 

Germany’s problem must be I 
solved. 

‘Germany Must lave’ 

"There is no such thing as say¬ 
ing it cannot be done. It can be 
done because it must be done. 

“Germany must live!” 

“Let him carry his Soviet star,” 
th° German chancellor told a 
jieering crowd of 50,000 young 
Nazis. "We will conquer in the 
sign of the swastika.” 

(Hitler referred to the black and 
red swastika emblem of Nazi 
Germany and the five-pointed red 
star of Soviet Russia.)

M A OHIO 7 A typh 
epidemic is raging in the besieged 
Fascist stronghold of Oviedo, 
with 72 persons already dead, the 
government announced in a com¬ 
munique today. 

The city, capital of the north¬ 
ern mining country, has been be¬ 
sieged for nearly two months and, 
the government said, the citizens 
have been without adequate water 
supplies for a week. 

With doctors and medicine lack¬ 
ing. the communique added, the 
situation is growing more grave 
hourly. 


DEATH TAKES TEACHER WINS 
SCHOOLMAN SALARY SUIT 


To Hold Services Tuesday Court Orders Paularino 
For William Batter-man School OT-.iaU tc 
Of Orange Grant Increase 


Six persons were injured, one 
seriously, in traffic crashes last 
night and today. 

Four were hurt in a three-car 
collision involving one car push¬ 
ing another on Santa Ana boule¬ 
vard last night at 8 o’clock. A 
mother and her young daughter 
were hurt in a crash at Buena 
Park at 7:30 o’clock this morning. 

Mrs. Aubrey Kerr, 29. of Buena 
Park, and her daughter, Aubrey, 
7 were cut and bruised when their 
car collided with truck driven by 
Vernon Hicks, 35, of Fullerton at 
the intersection of Western and 
La Palma in Buena Park today. 

Mrs. Kerr and her daughter 
were removed to the Fullerton Gen¬ 
eral hospital, where it was re¬ 
ported Mrs. Kerr had sustained a 
badly lacerated scalp and head in¬ 
juries. 

Injured in the accident last night 
on Santa Ana boulevard were Wal¬ 
ter J. Schaff of Covina, who suf¬ 
fered an injury to his right knee; 
A N. Bradley of Covina, a passen¬ 
ger in Schaff’s car, who was cut 
about the cheek and wrist; L. W. 
McDonald of Garden Grove, who 
was bruised, and Mrs. McDonald, 
who was bruised about the head 
and cut on the leg. 

McDonald’s car was pushing an¬ 
other driven by George J. Terry of 
Fullerton, police reports stated. 
As McDonald sung out to pass 
Terry’s car, he was struck by 
Schaff’s car. The McDonald vehi¬ 
cle was overturned. The victims 
were treated at the county hospi¬ 
tal and at St. Joseph’s hospital. 


Mary L. Emerson, teacher in the 
Paularino school for the past 17 
years, today won a superior court 
battle forcing the school to pay 
her a salary of $1200 this year, in¬ 
stead of the $1000 the board of¬ 
fered her. 

Superior Judge G K Scovel is¬ 
sued a writ of mandate compelling 
the board to pay the salary re¬ 
quested by Mrs. Emerson. 

In her suit against the school 
board Mrs. Emerson said they had 
cut her salary in an attempt to 
force her to give up her position, 
to which she was entitled under 
the teacher’s tenure law. The board 
maintained the salary cut was 
necessitated for economy reasons 

Once before, Mrs Emerson told 
the court at the hearing yester¬ 
day, the board had attempted to 
force her resignation by cutting 
her salary. In 1933 she applied 
for, and obtained, a writ of man¬ 
date forcing the board to pay her 
SHOO a year, after the s* hool had 
attempted to cut her salary to 
$900. 

Her salary was rut from $1400 
to $1200 in 1935. 

Judge Scovel, in issuing the 
writ, found the board able to pay 
the $1200 salary, and stated in his 
opinion that this was a reasonable 
sum for the services of Mrs 
Emerson.

They will be 
preceded by prayer service at 
2:15 p. m in Shannon’s Funeral 
home. Interment will follow’ in 
St. John’s Lutheran cemetery. 
The Rev A C. Bode will officiate, 
assisted by the Rev. Kenneth A hi. 

Mrs. Batterman is survived by 
his widow, Mrs. Louise Batterman; 
two daughters, Mrs. Paul Koglcr, 
and Mrs A. G. Nordeen; two sons, 
Herbert W. Batterman and Lorenz 
Batterman, and a sister, Mrs. R L.

PORTLAND, Me. (/I 5 )—The saying, “As Maine goes, so 
k 1 goes the nation,” turned students of polities towards the 
vote of Maine in past elections today as the campaign of 
Monday’s state election neared its end. 

Aware of a psychologica 
Maine victory two months before- 
the national election, Democrats 
and Republicans bent their efforts 
toward success. 

Democrats in past years have 
considered a Maine victory in any 
major state contest, or a reduced 
Republican majority, as a harbin¬ 
ger of national success in No¬ 
vember. On the other hand, for 
the same reason, Republicans 
strive for return of the large ma¬ 
jorities that once marked their 
victories here. 

Lundon Arrives Tonight 
The election in 1932 of Demo- 
cratic Governor Brann is credited 
with having been the first indica¬ 
tion of the Roosevelt landslide. 

Republicans gathered here to¬ 
day to greet their presidential 
nominee, Aif M. Landon, at the 
wind-up tonight of the party’s 
campaign. 

The Kansas governor, traveling 
eastward by special train, faced a 
challenge from Gov. Louis J. 

Brann, Democratic U. S. senate 
nominee, to Instruct the Republic¬ 
an national treasurer to return J. 

Picrpont Morgan’s $4000 campaign 
contribution. 

Recalls l.audon Statement 

“The situation stands at this," 

Brann told a cheering rally audi¬ 
ence here, “they are going out 
with the money of a racketeer in 
the definition of Governor Landon, 
tf try to defeat the governor of 
Maine,” 

Brann. discussing wealthy 
Americans’ donations to the G. 

C. P. coffers as reported by a sen¬ 
ate committee this week, said that 
“ir. 1930 Landon is on record as 
having said Insull and Morgan 
were racketeers.” 

Brann announced he would per¬ 
sonally greet Governor Landon 
when the Kansas governor arrives 
tonight to oppose Brann’s elec¬ 
tion.

ROME. Italy’s cabinet, under 
the presiding eye of Benito Mus¬ 
solini, today voted extraordinary 
appropriations for land, sea and 
air forces “to proportion our mili¬ 
tary preparations to the necessities 
of the international situation.” 

The ministers also approved sal¬ 
ary increases, averaging 8 per 

cent, for 650,000 government em¬ 
ployes and added to the wages of 
many thousands of provincial and 
municipal workers. 

The amount of extraordinary 
appropriations voted for the 

armed services was not disclosed. 
A cabinet communique said, how¬ 
ever, they would “perfect our 

military preparations in a certain 
period of time.”

ers "Healthy,” he pointed out. 

By slowly adding to structures 
at Olympic Fields, Pete now has 
10 cabins for guests, as well as 
two tents and three house trailers. 
A large dining room and fine 
kitchen form the central buildings 
for the colony, with a small office 
set off to one side. 

Clothes in Winter 

Anyone entering Olympic Fields 
must remove his clothing. "When 
it’s cold, of course we wear 
clothes,” Pete said today. “It 
would he foolish not to do so. But 
in the summer, we all must be the 
same.” This ruling, he added, is 
very discouraging to snqopers and 
visitors ‘‘looking for a thrill.” 

The nudist movement has 
reached a stage, at least in South¬ 
ern California, where the average 
person no longer has a desire to 
sneak up and peek through bushes, 
McConville said. Not since early 
last spring has the colony been 
bothered by such unwelcome visi¬ 
tors, he added, telling of catching 
four young men, equipped with 
two rifles and a lot of curiosity, 
trying to "crash the gate.” They 
didn’t get in, and left their rifles 
behind. 

It isn't at all easy to get into 
Olympic Fields, either. Usually 
Pete carries on a lengthy corre¬ 
spondence with potential mem¬ 
bers before they are allowed to 
enter the colony, although some 
folks have been admitted only 
after a short talk at the gates. 
"It’s all in their mental attitude,” 
he said.

Parents of several families have 
corresponded for some time, at¬ 
tempting to find out of it is “safe” 
to bring their children to such a 
place, he added. The parents fin¬ 
ally visit the colony themselves, 
and in nine cases out of 10. they 
return on the next Sunday with 
their entire family.

WALLA WALLA, Wash. UP) 
The state hanged Leo Bernard 
Hall and wrote “avenged” today 
across the record of the ghastly 
Erlands Point massacre in which 
six persons were slaughtered in 
a summer cottage more than two 
years ago. 

Hall, once a seminary student, 
went calmly to his death on the 
gallows in the state penitentiary 
1 here last night, declaring a man 
convicted of a murder in Oregon 
was innocent. 

Even as the trap dropped Hall's 
brother, Gus Hall, was racing in 
an airplane from Walla Walla 
'across the state toward Olympia 
in a last, desperate effort to win 
a reprieve from the governor. 

Tried and convicted for the 
murder of only one of the six, Eu¬ 
gene A. Chenevert, the erstwhile 
seminary student, boxer, shipyard 
I worker and ladies’ man, reiterated 
he was innocent. 

The 34-year-old prisoner had no 
I word to say of Mrs. Larry Pau- 
los, his accuser and co-defendant 
in the murder trial, nor Miss Car¬ 
rie Stickles of Memphis, Tenn., 
whose testimony aided the state in 
convicting him Dec 19, 1935, at 
! Port Orchard. 

Warden J. M. McCauley gave 
him an opportunity to speak his 
last words. They were in the de¬ 
fense of Jack Justice, convicted 
of hiring Hall to shoot W. Frank 
Akin in November, 1933.

On Thursday, in the Republican 
I column, Orval W. Adams, vice 
president of the American Bank¬ 
ers association, was quoted in rel- 
! ation (1) to the impliedly doubt- 
I ful security of government bonds 
j held by bankers; and (2) to al- 
] leged bank credit inflation, due to 
[ increased bank deposits. These 
| are referred to as alarming con¬ 
dition. 

Government bonds are now 
I worth par or better. In 1921 
government bonds were worth 
only 80 to 82, due to the fact 
that many comparatively poor 
people, under patriotic impulses, 
[ had bought more Liberty bonds 
: than they could afford, and were 
obliged to sell them for what they 
j could get, by reason of illness, 
or inevitable accident, or mis- 
j fortune, or business reverses, or 
| lack of employment, or to edu- 
| cate children. 

A few progressives in congress 
I then proposed that in such special 
I instances the government redeem 
J the bonds at par, but this met 
| with opposition on the part of the 
! guardsmen for the predatory in¬ 
terests. 

Elements of Profit 

The proposal was pronounced 
j "very dangerous.” It was "very 
j dangerous" to the extent that it 
would prevent the sale of govern- 
j ment bonds by poor people at a 
loss of 20 per cent, and prevent 
the making of a profit of 25 per 
cent by the rich who purchased 
those bonds around 80. When 
the bonds were selling at 80 to 
82, and when a majority of the 
banks were investors in such 
bonds, there was no alarm ex¬ 
pressed by Mr. Adams or other 
members of the American Bankers 
association, or by other reaction¬ 
aries, because the decline in the 
value of government bonds fa- 
| cilitated the carrying out of their 
ideal of a true democracy; that 
is, it permitted the rich to be¬ 
come richer, and the poor to be¬ 
come poorer. But now, when gov- 
[ ernment bonds are worth not 80, 

; but 100 or higher and are held 
i by banks, reactionary bankers and 
i newspapers sound a false alarm. 

: In brief, the reactionaries failed 
I to sound an alarm when a wolf 
; really appeared, but cry “wolf" 
now, when there is no wolf.

Secretary of the Treasury 
Henry Morgenthau, jr., asked the 
American public to subscribe for 
another billion dollars in govern¬ 
ment funds. He expressed the 
opinion that the operation would 
succeed because of constantly 
growing confidence of investors. 
These bonds are to draw 214 per 
cent interest and run from 20 to 
23 years. Later reports from the 
treasury department stated that 
these bonds had been over-sub¬ 
scribed 13 times. We have read 
many times in the past from the 
same source that issues of gov¬ 
ernment bonds had been over¬ 
subscribed—but by whom? 

The government has spent in 
the last three years something 
over 25 billion dollars. We find 
that 18 billion dollars of these 
government bonds have been sub¬ 
scribed by 6000 banks in the 
United States, which are wholly 
and completely controlled by the 
administration—the bankers have 
no alternative. 

Ask for Facts 

We find also that the guaran¬ 
tee fund of a total of 340 mil¬ 
lion dollars now holds government 
bonds to the tune of 320 million 
dollars. I presume that it was 
not out of place for any depositor 
in these banks to ask for informa¬ 
tion from the government. 

How much of this last issue 
of American bonds was subscribed 
by request by the 6000 banks? 
How much of the remaining 20 
million dollars of the F. D. I. C. 
guarantee fund was taken out and 
government bonds replaced? 

Before this last issue of gov¬ 
ernment bonds, 60 per cent of 
the assets of 6000 banks con¬ 
sisted of government bonds. We 
as depositors—tell us if you 
please —what proportion of the 
assets of these banks now con¬ 
sist of government bonds? 

How long, Mr. Morgenthau, do 
you think you can deceive the 
American people by this propa¬ 
ganda of increasing confidence? 
The depositors of these banks 
have not nor will they buy Amer¬ 
ican bonds. Yet the depositors’ 
money has been taken out of the 
banks and bonds replaced for the 
same. 

How long, oh how long, will 
this financing and spending con¬ 
tinue? How long will the banks 
be able to stand this assault upon 
their assets?

He was on the board of 
directors of the Santa Ana Valley 
Irrigation company and served as 
a supervisor of his district when 
Orange county was separated 
from Los Angeles county in 1889. 
He was associate editor of the 
Orange Post. 

He had an excellent education 


I that was used in historical 
'< achievements. He graduated from 
Oberlin college. His first volume 
l of history was published in 1911 
and the second volume was pub¬ 
lished in 1921. 

Samuel Armor had the scho¬ 
lastic type of mind. His works 
show a great deal of research 
and association with the public 
men of his day. 

He was a member of the Grand 
Army of the Republic and he pat¬ 
riotically served his country dur- 
! ing the great war. A flag flew 
I from his front lawn during all 
holidays. His was a life that 
found expression in writing his- 
I tory and patriotically serving his 
country.

No Condition to Play 

Most of the Giants realize that 
their manager’s knee is in no con¬ 
dition to stand the strain of hard- 
fought games at this stage of the 
race, but at the same time felt 
their chances of scoring over Chi¬ 
cago in the crucial series would be 
greatly enhanced as long as Bill 
was in there swinging with them. 

They appreciate the risk of per¬ 
manent injury Terry is inv" '• ", and 
are playing their heads off for him 
in return, Terry will get a lot 
more out of the Giants for the 
move. 

Terry is undecided as to playing 
in the World series, should the 
Gants head the National league 
parade. It all depends on how rap¬ 
idly Sam Leslie recovers from the 
abdominal injury which has ham¬ 
pered his play around first base 
in recent games. Terry feels that 
Leslie has earned the right to take 
part in the World series and wants 
him to have the chance but once 
again he will let the members of 
the team decide and act accord¬ 
ingly. 

Scribes Flay Cub Owners 

After the success of the Giants 
in Chicago several writers in that 
city took the Cubs’ management 
to task for gambling with the 
Cubs' chances of getting into the 
World Series by allowing the over¬ 
flow crowd to jam the outfield. 
For a few extra dollars, they point 
out, the Cubs’ management invited 
scoring opportunities for the 
Giants when fly balls, which 
would have been easy outs on a 
clear field, were turned into two- 
base hits by landing among the 
several thousand spectators who 
were allowed to squat on the grass 

The fact that the Cubs had the 
same opportunity but failed to 
make as much of it as did the 
Giants is of no concern to the 
scribes. They are interested only 
in the fact that several ground- 
rule doubles helped the Giants 
win both games of a double- 
header . . . and that hurts 

As further evidence against the 
club’s short-sightedness in seeking 
extra change at the gate the writ¬ 
ers cite a parallel case in Chicago 
with the White Sox bJRling the 
New York Yankees in a double- 
header. The White Sox manage¬ 
ment refused to allow fans on the 
playing field even though it is well 
known that the White Sox could 
use the money. 

Of course, this is only second- 
guessing. And had the Cubs and 
not the Giants taken advantage 
of the existing conditions nothing 
would have been said of the mat¬ 
ter.

In 
order to do so he must have ma¬ 
chinery with which to work. He 
must have the land. He must 
have the seed and the water and a 
great many other conveniences. 
On all of these he pays a tax. 

The wholesaler, the jobber, the 
baker, the retailer handling the 
products that go into the bread, 
and the bread itself, all pay taxes 
which must be included in the 
price of the loaf of bread. There 
is no escaping this tax, so it must 
be passed on to the ultimate con¬ 
sumer. 

As a matter of fact, there are 
more than 53 taxes represented in 
the price of the loaf of bread. 

The same is true of any other 
article of commerce which passes 
through the same number of 
hands before it reaches the final 
purchaser. 

In fact, we pay so many taxes 
on so many different things that 
we are now contributing one- 
fourth of our income for the sup¬ 
port of our government. That 
means that each of us must work 
for three months in the year and 
turn the proceeds over to the gov¬ 
ernment. 

It may seem ridiculous to say 
that we pay 53 or more taxes on 
a loaf of bread, but it is true, 
nevertheless, and that it is true is 
a serious matter to all of us.

Elijah Is Taken Into Heaven by a Fiery Chariot—After Ahah’s death his son, Ahaziah, reigned, and 
led the children of Israel into idolatry. But Jehoshaphat, who ruled the tribe of Judah, served the Lord. 
Ahaziah fell through his chamber lattice and was injured. He sent to Baal-zehub to inquire if he would 
recover, and for this idolatry Elijah prophesied that he would die. Ahaziah sent men to take Elijah, but 
twice the prophet brought fire from heaven upon them. And the time came for Elijah to leave his proph¬ 
et’s duties to Elisha. The latter, refusing to leave the older prophet, accompanied him to the river Jordan. 
“And Elijah took his mantle, and wrapped it together, and smote the waters, and they were divided hither 
and thither, so that they two went over on dry ground. And it came to pass, when they were gone over 
there appeared a chariot of fire, and horses of fire, and parted them both asunder; and Elijah went up by 
a whirlwind Into heaven.”—II Kings 2:8-14.

Cooler weather and a resultant 
slackening in demand forced lem¬ 
ons off sharply for the second 
week despite a curtailment in vol¬ 
ume. The lemon average was off 
45 cents a box to a week auction 
average of $4.70. Volume was 37 
cars less to a total of 186 cars for 
the week. 

W. C. Brackelton, manager for 
the Oalifornia-Arizona orange and 
grapefruit agency, announced next 
week’s prorate as 1100 cars of or¬ 
anges in interstate commerce and 
275 cars of oranges in intrastate 
commerce. The interstate pro¬ 
rate is unchanged from the pre¬ 
vious week but the intrastate pro¬ 
rate is up 50 cars.

How Much Will MWD Water Cost? 

I T’S ABOUT time for the MWD directors to drop their 
“don’t care” attitude and tell how much water will 
cost if this area goes into the district. They are holding 
up the solution to a problem that vitally affects 150,000 
people. 

Orange county wants water. It knows that a day is 
ahead when the present supply won’t be enough for a 
growing agriculture and population. It wants its future 
water source secure. 

In the past, several v/ater programs have been de¬ 
feated because of quarrels and misunderstandings among 
those involved. 

But now it seems that the MWD directors themselves 
are holding up county action on Colorado river water by 
refusing to give an estimate of its cost. 

More than a year ago, the Orange county water dis¬ 
trict asked the MWD for an estimate. The nearest to an 
understandable reply that has been received seems to be 
the remark of an MWD speaker at the water conference 
last month in Laguna Beach that for “political reasons 
at home (Los Angeles)” the price could not be revealed. 

We don’t like to take such statements at their face 
value. We would hate to think that the MWD chiefs are 
playing politics in Los Angeles at the expense of 150.000 
people in Orange county. But unless they come clean with 
the price, or a mighty convincing explanation of why they 
can’t furnish it after 12 months of study, we have no 
other choice. 

Everybody in Orange county hopes that the MWD 
proposition offers a final solution to this area’s need. But 
very few voters will be willing to accept it without know¬ 
ing whether the cost is fair and reasonable. 

We’ve waited 13 months, Mr. Directors, for a cost 
estimate on the MWD plan in Orange county. How about 
giving us the information so we can get this important 
matter settled? 

Tax for Marble Games 

N ICKEL marble machines are legal in Orange county 
so far as District Attorney W. F. Menton is con¬ 
cerned. At least, that is the gist of an opinion which he 
issued yesterday to Sheriff Logan Jackson. 

The Journal has no quarrel with the marble machines 
in themselves. They seem to be harmless. But evedybody 
knows that the machines are frequently operated as gam¬ 
bling devices by paying off the winners in cash. Under 
such circumstances they are gambling devices—and noth¬ 
ing else but! 

Although Mr. Menton’s ruling lets these nickel traps 
stay in Orange county, it opens the door for supervisors 
and city council to slap a stiff license fee on them. We 
suggest that the governing bodies take advantage of this 
new source of revenue while, at the same time, reducing 
taxes on legitimate business proportionately. If the mar¬ 
ble machines are here to stay—make them pay their way. 

Boulder Dam—The People’s Property 

B OULDER DAM—the colossal power dream of a half- 
century—did its first actual work yesterday as a pro¬ 
ducer of electricity. The huge 115,000-horsepower genera¬ 
tors started to hum when President Roosevelt pressed a 
button in Washington at the conclusion of his speech 
before the world power conference there. 

Current now being generated, as the Colorado river 
water flows through the turbines, will be used for Boulder 
City and the dam itself. But on October 9, the juice will 
be switched into the Los Angeles transmission line—and 
Southern California will get its first taste of Boulder 
dam power. 

The huge new dam, started during President Hoover’s 
administration, will long stand as a monument to the 
wisdom of the people in retaining and developing the 
nation’s natural resources. 


Soaking the Poor 


G IRLS and women pay hidden taxes, too. Take a new 
winter coat for illustration. It may be priced at $35, 
but the real price is $28.24, because the tax collector gets 
$6.86 from nearly 50 different hidden taxes. And this 
doesn’t include the state sales tax of $1.05, which should 
be added. 

There are approximately 44 hidden taxes in a pair 
of $4 shoes, amounting to about 78 cents. An $8 dress 
is decorated with about $1.57 in hidden taxes and 24 
cents in sales tax. And as for silk stockings—a 60-cent 
pair is really priced at 48 cents—the tax collector gets 
the difference. 

Maybe you never see a tax bill. But don’t kid your¬ 
self. You are a taxpayer, too.

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If Christ Had Not Been Born, The World Would 
H ave Had To Imagine One, Declares Writer 


I N THE larger illustration here you see a page 
from the Biblia Pauperum, or Bible of the 
Poor, a block-book made in 1470. At the left is 
pictured the Burning Bush, in the center the 
Birth of Christ, and at the rght, Aaron’s Rod 
The illustration is from Gertrude Hartman's 
“The World We Live In," published by the Mac¬ 
millan Company. 

Miss Hartman makes little comment on this 
unusual page but explains that the Poor Man’s 
Bible was one of the earliest books in the world. 
It seems that the poor people could not afford 
the beautifully hand made Bibles of the Monks, 
so these simple picture books were made to 
give them consolation and compensation. 

THE BIBLE WAS THEN AND IS NOW THE 
WORLD’S BEST SELLER AND THOUGH YOU 
MAY SCOFF AT THE IDEA. IT IS VITALLY 
NECESSARY TO THE WELL BEING OF 
MANKIND' Its stories of miracles and hard¬ 
ships give hope to men weary of the struggle 
of existence and the vicissitudes of living. 

You may not know it but you seek consola¬ 
tion and compensation as well as did these an¬ 
cient poor ones. THE MORE YOU DECLARE 
YOUR SUPERIORITY OVER RELIGIOUS BE¬ 
LIEFS, THE MORE DO YOU FEEL THE 
NEED OF THEM. Take Dr. Alfred Adler s ex¬ 
planation of "organ inferiorities," for instance. 
According to this learned psychiatrist from 
Vienna every inferiority produces an urge for 
h -tterment, for an adjustment to the demands 
of environment which will compensate for the 
Inferiority. In the case of a nervous disorder 
(and who hasn't it these days?) he explain 
that the feeling of inferiority when compensa¬ 
tion takes a neurotic direction drives the patient 
to achieve as absolute a domination as possible 
over his surroundings. 

S O YOU SEE THE LOUDER YOU PRO¬ 
CLAIM YOUR SUPERIORITY OVER ALL 
THINGS THE MORE DO YOU REFLECT AN 
INFERIORITY so those who seek consolation 
in the spiritual mysteries of the Bible are no 
different than those who disdain its wisdom. 

Not long ago I.sat on the edge of a waste 
basket at Dr. Adler's feet and listened to his 
views of life. Said he, “Most humans seek some 
one or some thing to lean upon.” This explains 
why the Bible (true or untrue) Is necessary. If 
there had never been the birth of a Christ, the 
world would have had to imagine one because 
of its great need. Man must believe in a Great 
Spirit which guides and instructs as in the in¬ 
stance of "The Burning Bush" and in a Great 
Power such as Aaron demonstrated In his rod.

St. Christopher has since be,nc the patron 
saint of travelers, and likencr ~,es of him, fash¬ 
ioned of every conceivable material, are sold to 
travelers to guard them on their way. I have 
seen them crudely carved from wood, hanging 
on the harnesses of donkeys In Brazil I have 
found them in France in gold and enamel to be 
put in automobiles and once saw a tiny fig¬ 
ure carved from an emerald and meant to hang 
from some lovely lady’s wrist. 

Whether the emblem means a great deal to 
the owner, as the crude little wooden ones must 
have to the Brazilian natives, or whether it Is 
merely an amusing toy to wear on a bracelet, 
you'll find that the owner treats it with respect, 
and takes care that nothing happens to It. It is 
a symbol of FAITH, and though it may only 
be faith in the person that gave the emblem, 
as such it is to be cared for. 

The other picture on this page shows an ar¬ 
tist of ancient days cuting a wood block, in the 
way that Bfbles of the poor were made. Then 
as now, all men. "seek someone or something 
to lean upon " 

It really makes little difference what your 
faith may be so LONG AS YOU LIVE INTEL¬ 
LIGENTLY! You cannot do this, however, If you 
believe that you exist for and by yourself be¬ 
cause the truth of it is that you are a part of 
a Cosmic whole and you approach perfection 
only to the extent and in the degree that you 
show consideration for the faiths and require¬ 
ments of others. A selfish boor is really one of 
the lowest forms of animal life. 

E VEN the fine mind of Spinoza found com¬ 
fort in being a PART OE THE WHOLE, a 
part of the great stream of law and cause, 
PARTS OP' GOD. In The Story of Philosophy 
we learn that “Spinoza's philosophy was an at¬ 
tempt to love even a world in which he was out¬ 
cast and alone: "again like Job, he typified his 
people, and asked how it could be that even the 
just man. like chosen people, should suffer per¬ 
secution and exile and every desolation. P'or a 
time the conception of the world as a process 
of impersonal and Invariable law soothed 'and 
sufficed him; but in the end his essentially relig¬ 
ious spirit turned this mute process into some¬ 
thing almost lovable. He tried to merge his own 
desires with the universal order of things, to 
become an almost indistinguishable part of na¬ 
ture. "The greatest good Is the knowledge of 
the union whk-h the mind has with the whole 
nature." Indeed, our individual separateness is 
In a sense illusory; we are purts of the great 
stream of law and cause, parts of God; we are 
the Milting forms of a being greater than our¬ 
selves, and endless while we die. Our bodies are 
cells In the body of the race, our race is an in¬ 
cident in the drama of life; our minds arc the 
fitful flashes of an eternal light. ‘Our mind, in 
so far as it understands, Is an eternal mode of 
thinking, which is determined by another mode 
of thinking, and this one again by another, and 
so on to Infinity: so that they all constitute at 
the same time the eternal and infinite intellect 
of God.' In this pantheistic merging of the in¬ 
dividual with the All, the Orient speaks again: 
we hear the echo of Omar, who ‘never called 
the One two,' and of the old Hindu poem: 
‘Know in thyself and Ail one self-same soul; 
banish the dream that sunders part from whole.' 
'Sometimes,' said Thorcau, 'as I drift idly on 
Walden Pond, I cease to live and begin to he ' 

HAS SUCH parts of such a whole we are 
Immortal. 'The human mind cannot be 
absolutely destroyed with the human body, but 
there is some part of it which remains eternal.’ "

by an inner urge to become something greater 
than it is.

No matter how much of an atheist you think 
yourself, you will find that you do believe in 
something it may be a great spiritual power, 
it may be some idol or statue it may be an¬ 
other person, but YOU DO BELIEVE IN 
SOMETHING! You couldn't live if you didn't 
have faith in something 

Even if you have lost faith in everything else, 
you’ll find that you still believe In yourself, be¬ 
cause there would be no point In living If you 
didn't. It is this loss of faith In one's self that 
leads to suicide, and that Is something so use¬ 
less, and pathetic that wc all hate to think of it 

In The Story of Philosophy we also get this 
picture of the great Aristotle: "Everything is 
both the form or reality which has grown out 
of something which was its inatler or raw ma¬ 
terial; and It may In its turn lie the matter out 
of which still higher forms will grow.

More than even that — animals whose opera¬ 
tion had complexly destroyed their memory of 
tricks, could be retaught! 

Scientists had considered that defects caused 
by a partial destruction of the brain were per¬ 
manent, but these experiments indicated this 
was not always true. A damaged brain, of ani¬ 
mals or humans, could be re-educated! 

Dr Franz made his first human test with a 
young soldier 30 years old who was paralyzed 
on one side ot his body, a condition which had 
lasted six years Something had happened to the 
brain area controlling the movement ot one leg 
and arm No voluntary action of these limbs 
was possible. 

Three months of exercises and massage 
showed no change. Then the patient’s arm be¬ 
gan to move. Soon after his leg responded, and 
before long he was playing football and base¬ 
ball At first his movements were clumsy, but 
steadily full control ot his body returned His 
damaged brain had been re-educated — the 
perfect areas had taken over the Job of the 
destroyed areas! 

The same process of re-cducatlon was applied 
to other patients, with equally satisfactory 
results. 


utterly divorced from experiences which went 
before. The past will be a blank, and only the 
future will concern you What awaits you will 
be new friends, new interests, probably an en¬ 
tirely new line ot business. 

This is what happened to C. J. Poulting, whose 
strange case Is described by the late Dr Shep 
nerd Ivory Franz. Professor of Psychology. Uni 
veislty of California at Dos Angeles, in his 
book Persons One and Three” an example of 
iohh ot memory where the man's weird expert 
.-nee reads more like fiction than tact Poulting 
went Itobert Douis Stevenson's Dr Jekyll-and 
Mr Hyde one better he wan a person of triple 
identities! 

When taken in charge by the police, Poulting 
u.id already forgotten two previous "lives” and 
was living In his third. It was the most re¬ 
markable case of Its kind ever studied by psy¬ 
chologists, and played an Important part in re¬ 
vealing unexplored qualities ot the human brain. 

Alter being carefully questioned by Professor 
rranz Poulting gradually recalled that he had 
ueerr a British war veteran and that he had 
inter managed a small automobile laundry In 
inn. Angelen Ills memory ot this life, his sec- 
>nd returned to him after a short period of 
rest 

Franz continued to question him, hoping pri¬ 
marily to bring back his past more fully. 

T O KVKHYONK'H amazement, including the 
startled amnesia victim, a previous life came 
slowly to light. Poulting had first lost his orig¬ 
inal and real Identity In the early months ot the 
war In 1014 Out of the wreckage of a past he 
had forgotten, he began a new life under a new 
name and later lost this second life to under¬ 
take a third! 

The task of Dr. Franz was the most peculiar 
ever attempted by a psychologist — to Intro¬ 
duce the first Poulting to the third, and then 
both of them to the second Poulting! 

It was the work of several months to unlock 
the recesses of Poulting’s mind and return him 
to his original Identity, and then to the even 
more elusive second Identity 

At last the victim remembered hlB true name, 
where he was born, and to his surprise, he 
remembered a wife and two children whom he 
had not seen or thought of for 15 years. 

Then, suddenly It was as If nothing had 
happened to him since that fatal day In Septem¬ 
ber, HIM. when he was waiting to be shipped 
overseas with his regiment. His last two 
"lives were forgotten. He was shown a news¬ 
paper with a 11130 dateline, and refused to 
believe It He was convinced that he was still 
21 a young man ready to enter the trenches

T ODAY the case of a paralyzed patient Is not 
hopeless 

In many instances he can be re-educated, and 
learn to use his limbs which have been unused 
for many years. Time, energy, patience, and 
understanding are required to obtain results, 
and these are now obtainable In scientists who 
base their treatments upon the work ot Dr. 
Franz. 

His experiments were brought to an end by 
his death in 1932, from an infection which it 
was beyomj the power of medical science to 
conquer; but his works live on, helping thou¬ 
sands who had given up hope of an active, 
useful life. 

Before he passed away he demonstrated that 
similar treatment could re-educate the brains 
ol patients suffering from aphasia caused 
by the destruction of the area of the brain 
controlling the use and understanding of lan¬ 
guage. 

A person so afflicted is cut off from the world 
as If by a wall, through which he can see but 
cannot take or give messages. 

Dr. Franz treated a Kentucky mountaineer 
whose only expressions were "Ou-ee," “Off 
again, on again. Finnegan,” and an ability to 
swear Another patient had a vocabulary con¬ 
sisting of the phrases, “Goodbye” and “O Dear!” 
For these men Dr. Franz chose a kindergarten 
regime based on that used for young children. 
Objects such as bottles, cups, dishes, were 
shown to the patient every day, and the name 
of the object was spoken The patients Imitated 
the sounds. This system was used with colored 
cards, until different colors were learned. Then 
the patients were taught the alphabet, to read 
and write. 

Dr. Franz's experiments with the human brain 
have interested not only medical scientists, but 
metaphysicians, spiritualists, and other groups 
whose attitude toward the human brain is at 
variance with the medical profession.

Dr. Franz studied the causes of amnesia — 
which showed tremendous variation. The dis¬ 
ease may come from a blow on the head, an 
emotional shock, or from alcohol, drugs, high 
fever and other Illness. He found one case where 
an automobile accident had made a young man 
completely forget his past up to that moment 
It was two years before he came to himself 
sprawled In the street of a city in southern 
Asia What had happened in those two years 
how he had traveled half way around the world 
he never learned 

In most cases a man does not forget the in 
formation which he acquired In his previous 
'life,' the language he spoke, or his school train 
ing in reading and writing although his name 
and other vital memories have escaped him 
There is a distinct division between things he 
remembers and things he forgets Why should 
a man recall words he learned as a child, yet 
forget his mother’s name and her very appear¬ 
ance? Such results of memory loss seem illogi¬ 
cal, but this is exactly what occurs 

A young woman in a dazed condition was 
brought to Dr. Franz for examination. Her first 
words had been: 


patient s arm would move when a certain spot 
on the surface of the brain was stimulated by 
a mild electric current Another spot was 
touched, and a leg moved I his indicated a ten¬ 
dency for functions to localize In the brain and 
that muscular control centered In the tront ot 
the skull This discovery was a sad blow to 
phrenologists, who asserted that this section 
was devoted to religious thoughts and hope¬ 
fulness 

Further experiment disclosed that other func¬ 
tions such as vision, hearing, talking and the 
sense of touch were located in other parts of 
the brain. 

Dr. Franz realized that it was impossible to 
treat injuries of the brain unless more exact 
facts could be learned as to the function ot Its 
various areas He studied the brains of rats, 
monkeys, and other animals — taught them 
tricks, such as escaping trom a cage to get 
their food, or finding a way out of a maze 
Using the same care he gave to human patients, 
he removed parts of the brains of these labora¬ 
tory animals 

Would removal of certain areas ot their brains 
cause them to forget the tricks he had taught 
them ? 


As with many important discoveries Di 
Franz's remarkable experiments and final proof 
were preceded by the trial and error methods ot 
earlier scientists The story ot the human brain 
begins, really, as fai back as 1800 when an 
Austrian physician offered the theory that the 
mental powers ol man were made up ot sev 
eral faculties, each ot which occupied a differ 
ent portion ot the brain He divided the brain 
into departments, as It it were a huge though 
compact corporation Kach part ot It, he be 
lieved, was used tor different problems He also 
decided that the shape of the skull was to be 
determined by the development ot these facul¬ 
ties. A bump on the skull meant a certain fac¬ 
ulty was highly developed, and a hollow meant 
that the same faculty was poorly developed. 

This theory was proven false, but the ides 
was simple and appealed to the imaginative 
From It came the discredited system of divina¬ 
tion known as phrenology Weird charts ot the 
skull supposed to show the location of every 
trait were drawn, some of which contained 62 
divisions, and looked like a map ot the world 
Sections were set aside tor love, concentration, 
combativeness, destructiveness, acquisitiveness. 
Phrenologists claimed that by comparing a 
human skull with his chart the character couid 
be easily read, and opportunity for success pre¬ 
dicted 

L IKR othei old-fashioned and false theories 
phrenology Is still practiced, and people pay 
many dollars to find out the meaning of the 
bumps on their heads 

The first scientific observations of the human 
brain were made by two German doctors in 
the Fran co-Prussian war. where soldiers were 
treated for head wounds They found that a 


S TUDFNTS ot metaphysics believe that In¬ 
telligence and the functions of the body do 
not concentrate in certain portions of the human 
brain, but are merely evidence ot a higher law 
to which they give expression They explain 
the "substitution of brain control of certain 
faculties" which takes place In certain areas, by 
the assertion that the ability to think and act 
and live Is not dependent upon the human brain 
or its condition; that life and bodily movement 
is controlled not by human brain cells, but by a 
superior Intelligence. 

"If parts of the brain are removed that sup¬ 
posedly control a leg, and the leg again func¬ 
tions — how can you prove that the brain con¬ 
trolled It In the first place?” 

The final answer to these opposing Ideas re¬ 
mains a matter of personal opinion and experi¬ 
ence, until some distant time when the un¬ 
answerable truth is revealed. Meanwhile, Dr. 
Franz’s experiments bear fruit, and have opened 
a tremendously interesting Held in the study ot 
what is still the most mysterious element of 
man, the human brain.

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Increase Your Strength

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I K YOU are one of those people 
who are tired all the time, it is 
a pood plan to ask yourself what 
made you tired. Certainly, you 
were not born tired you were 
meant to have and enjoy an abun¬ 
dance of strength and energy. 
When you are all tired out 
find out what is causing that un¬ 
natural condition. 

I have seen many patients who 
were so tired that they wanted 
to rest most of the time. The rest 
cure by itself usually leads only 
to greater weakness. While suffi¬ 
cient rest is of value, it must be 
balanced by periods of activity. 
It is almost impossible to over¬ 
come chronic tiredness by rest 
alone and far better results are 
obtained when you follow this 
rule: Increase your strength by 
using it. Your strength largely 
depends upon your muscles and 
those muscles are going to grow 
stronger only by use. Activity is 


strengthening, whereas rest alone 
is weakening. 

Therefore, for the person who 
is always tired and who has been 
told that the vital organs are 
sound, I prescribe exercise. The 
best plan is to take regular physi¬ 
cal culture exercises and to set 
aside some time each day for 
walking. The exercises are to be 
done slowly and at first do each 
one only once or twice, increasing 
the number of times each exer¬ 
cise is performed as your strength 
increases. Follow the same plan 
with walking. At first walk 15 
minutes a day and then gradu¬ 
ally keep walking 1 minute long¬ 
er each day until you can cover 
1 miles and come in feeling 
rested. 

Among the symptoms of the 
tired person must be included the 
following: a feeling of fatigue, 
leadin; he patient to say he feels 
'all played out": trembling or 
weakness of the legs, headache; 
poor appetite; bad breath, and 
dark circles under the eyes. 

T iredness is one of the first 
symptoms induced when the 
patient has built up a condition 
of self-poisoning Therefore, at 
the start of the treatment to over¬ 
come it. I advise a fast to de¬ 
toxicate the body, thus removing 
the underlying toxic condition. 
That word toxic means "poison” 
and a systemic toxemia is the 
result when the body is poisoned 
by materials which are not elim¬ 
inated fast enough. The ordinary 
causes of such a toxemia are:

lunch if possible; give yourself 
some good suggestions: and build 
up an interest In life.

Planked Lamb Steaks 
Delicious With Beans 


By Jenny Reed

W HO wouldn’t be proud to 
serve a dish like the one 
pictured here? It is lamb steaks 
planked with whole green beans 
anti cauliflower flowerets. 

The lamb steaks are cut from 
the leg of lamb, and are broiled 
in exactly the same manner as 
are chops. They are broiled on 
one side, then transferred to a 
wooden plank, the vegetables 
placed around them, anti the 
broiling completed. The steaks 
shown at right were cut one and a 
half inches thick anti require ap¬ 
proximately 30 minutes for broil¬ 
ing. The oven for this method of 
cooking is thoroughly preheated 
with the regulator set to “high." 
The steaks are placed on the 
rack far enough from the flame 
or heating element that by the 
time one side is nicely browned, 
th«*y will be half done. Then they 
are seasoned, and transferred to 
the plank. 

The green beans and cauli¬ 
flower flowerets are cooked in 
water first, then placed on the 
plank, dotted with butter, and 


even three. They are simply cut 
into halves or thirds as the case 
may be, as every part of the 
lamb steak is tender and deli¬ 
cious. 

Crab Flake Timbale 

1 V 2 cups crab flakes (canned or

The plank used for this method 
of service is a wooden plank 
made especially for this purpose. 
It must be prepared before it is 
used for the first time. This is a 
simple process. It is rubbed with 
oil and heated in a slow oven for 
several hours, until the oil dis¬ 
appears into the wood. Then the 
plank is washed and cared for 
just as any other piece of cook¬ 
ing equipment. 

In case you do not have a 
plank, you may use a fireproof 
platter. This is tempered so that 
it can be placed directly under 
the broiler flame without danger 
of breaking If you do not have 
any platter which will stand heat, 
you may broil these same foods 
on the broiler rack and arrange 
them on a platter after the cook¬ 
ing has been completed. After all, 
the plank or fireproof platter is 
only a utensil used for the cook¬ 
ing and serving, but it does make 
an easy and attractive way to 
prepare and serve broiled foods

D USTY trunks in the attics of 
Long Island homes have re¬ 
vealed the identity of George 
Washington’s spies — hidden and 
unsuspected for 150 years. 

Spies in every war are caught 
and condemned. Some have es¬ 
caped capture, a few have con¬ 
cealed their secret activities but 
none more successfully than the 
agents who served Washington 
during the Revolution. 

Messages passed continually 
between the general on Long Is¬ 
land and his supporters in New 
York. Many men were suspected, 
but nothing was proven; no ar¬ 
rests were made by the English. 
After years of intensive research 
in Long Island archives, a mem¬ 
ber of the New York Historical 
Society followed clue after clue, 
and solved the mystery. 

Three names stand out; John 
Bolton, Samuel Culper, Sr., and 
Samuel Culper, Jr. Letters bear¬ 
ing these signatures were found 
referring to troop movements. But 
no record existed that these men 
ever lived.

Townsend 
kept a store In New York as a 
blind. Woodhull lived quietly on 
Long Island. Austin Roe was the 
skillful go-between. 

O N RECEIVING an urgent 
message from New York, 
Woodhull would race to the north¬ 


ern shore of Long Island and loo': 
for a black petticoat and a grim 
of handkerchiefs on a clothes lin • 
The black petticoat was hoisted 
by the fourth link in the chain 
a boatman named Brewster. It 
was bis humble but important 
task to ply the little ferry between 
Long Island and New York The 
black silk garment was the rec¬ 
ognized signal that he had safely 
reached the shore of Long Island. 
The now famous handkerchiefs 
indicated the cove whore he wait¬ 
ed with his boat. 

Messages were relayed—Wood- 
hull to Brewster who smuggled 
them to Major Benjamin Tall- 
madge — who conveyed them 
swiftly to General Washington. 

In later days when Washington 
became President, he often visited 
these staunch friends the human

served the Revolution an<i its

How Freddie Steele Became A Boxing Champ

I | If your little Willie is inclined to be weak 
and puny, and doesn't want to eat his spinach 
and otherwise conducts himself like a future 
chronic invalid, tell him the story of Freddie 
Steele, the boy who overcame physical handicaps 
to become the middleweight boxing champion of 
the world. 

If little Willie’s reactions are akin to those of 
most norma! American boys, he’ll respond with 
an appetite that will threaten to eat you out of 
house and home and he'll start putting himself 
through a course of gymnastics that should put 
him in shape to emulate Jack the Giant Killer 
For the story of Steele's rise in the pugilistic 
world follows a line dear to the heart of Amer¬ 
ican youth. 

Steele was only 13 years old and weighed a 
scant 80 pounds when he began to tread the 
resin-covered trail that led to his being crowned 
middleweight boxing champion of the world be 
fore some 27,000 fight fans in Seattle's ball park 
the night of July 11, 1936. To earn the title. 
Steele pounded out a clean-cut decision victory 
over Champion Eddie "Babe" Risko of Syracuse. 


weight limit of 132 pounds, since regular gym 
nasium exercise had kept, him in pwfect rondi 
tion at that poundage, and soon he had won a 
regular position at end on the Bella, mine mid¬ 
get eleven. He proved so good a player in mid¬ 
get circles that the first team coach was about 
to draft him for first team duty, when his man¬ 
ager decided that football was too dangerous 
a sport for such a potentially valuable piece of 
fistic machinery and so Steel ? abandoned the 
gridiron. 

Phil Sorboe, latei a stai quarterback at 
Washington State College and a brilliant offen¬ 
sive player in eastern professional football cir¬ 
cles, was a member of an opposing midget 
eleven that year and he still rubs a tummy 
that becomes sore every time he recalls trying 
to skirt Steele's end 


But even a boxer must have athletic divei 
sions other than his own sport, and so flteele 
turned to golf, swimming and horseback riding 
Bike several other boxing champions, he is an 
accomplished golfer and needs only practice 
to take strokes from his game, lie plays con 
sistently in the low 80s and high 70's. He is 
an expert swimmer and diver, which he dem¬ 
onstrated in the summer of 1933 when he and 
a companion rescued a pair of exhausted bath¬ 
ers from drowning while they were spending a 
holiday at Bong Beach, Wash. Horseback rid¬ 
ing is a part of his regular exercise program 
He also plays excellent games of table tennis 
and billiards. 


It took Steele exactly 11 years to scale to 
championship heights and during the process 
he acquired health and a not inconsiderable 
quantity of coin of the realm from fistic fol¬ 
lowers, who, during the later years of his ring 
career, have laid their money on the line to see 
his boxing achievements. 

S TEEBE is distinctly a Pacific Northwest 
product. He was bom in Seattle and lived 
for a few years in Bellingham, Wash . but the 
greater part of his life has been spent in Ta¬ 
coma, Wash , which is his present home. He is 
the first boxer from the Pacific Northwest sec¬ 
tion of the United States to hold a world's 
championship since Tod Morgan held the junior
